With a report like a blast of dyna- 


mite, the acetylene gas plant at the 
home of W. H. Evans, in Cooperdale, 
blew up about 10 o'clock Thursday 
night, demolished the plant.'knocked 
Mr. Evans senseless and shook the 
whole town as though hit by an earth- 
quake. That Mr. Evans himself was 
not killed seems miraculous. 


He lights his home by acetylene 


gas, and the plant in which the gen- 
erator is housed sets about ''0 feet 
fi om the house in the yard. 
A son 


is ill in the family, and just as he 
was prepaiing to retire Mr. Evans 
^noticed that the lights were flicker- 
ing 
He went out to the plant 
to 


see what was the matter .and as 
he opened a door to the generator, 
water which stood aiound the edge 
poured in and the whole thing blew 
up with a loud report. 


The lifl. which weighs about 400 


pounds, was blown a distance of 50 
feet, and
